Lodijensky w as a m em ber of tho 
Russian Im perial A rm y for 23 years. 


“ I w as w alking along the street in 
Moscow on an October day when I 
met two friends,” he says. 
“ We 
talked of the 
Bolshevik 
1 ioting— 
there w as street lighting that very 
day. 
We all agreed that if an arm y 
should be organized right then in the 
city to oppose the 
Bolsheviki, 
we 
would join it. 
In two d ays such an 
arm y w as organized. 
There were 
4800’officers and cadets. 
I w as one 
o f them. 


“ Housed in the citadel at Moscow, 
the 1S0 O o f us held hack 40.(j00 Reds 
Cor, eight days. 


“ When we surrendered, 900 o f our 
men were dead.
